FORMED LAST NIGHT 


LACK OF INTEREST IN THE OR- 


GANIZATION OF MILITIA. 


Tew Responded to the Call for a Meet- 


ing—Too Late Now to Secure State 
Bounty-—Would Have Been Great 
Social 'Benefit—Project Not Aban- 
doned. 


There is little prospect at present of 


"the organization of a military company 
in Janesville. 
A meeting of those in- 


terested in the project was held at the 
•armory last evening, and after discus- 
ing the matter in all its bearings ad- 
journed without action. 


The attendance was small. 
Many 


who ;vere expected had 
not 
returned 


from their Christmas vacations, and oth- 
ers who had been entertained too bounte- 
ously were not in condition to take any 
.interest in anything 
save 
dyspepsia 


cures. 


Col. Caldwell spoke of the advantages 


to the city that would arise from having 
a good 
military company here, and 


especially of the physical 
benefits its 


members would derive. 
He explained 


the law governing such organizations. In 
the past Janesville had been one of the 
foremost cities in the state as regards her 
military organization, and he hoped the 
-citizens would endeavor to maintain 
preeminence in this regard. 
He said 


the company if formed must be muc- 
tered in an.I inspected before the end of 
the present month' in order to get the 
allowance of 8300 armory rent from the 
state, and the five dollars per capita for 
each man present at inspection. 
If 


tixty men joined the company last night 
they would have been entitled to re- 
ceive 8600 from the state. 


There was a long wait for recruits, 


who failed to arrived in sufficient num 
foers. 


Many who signed the application for 


the organization of the company refused 
to sign the muster roll. In all but 
•about thirty-five names were enrolled, 
and at least sixty "were required. A 
diligent canvass of the city failed to 
bring to the front a sufficient number of 
young men to fill the ranks. 
If each 


•could have been assured of the captaincy 
or a lieutenantcy there would have been 
no difficulty in securing the desired 
number. 


It now seems probable that the pro- 


ject will be abandoned, although quite 
a number young men of the city express 
their determination-to push the matter, 
and it is quite possible that before the 
winter ends there will be nn organiza- 
tion with full ranks of which the city 
will be proud. 


A failure to organize a military com- 


pany here may cost the city one of the 
finest public halls in the city. The 
Armory was built expressly for drill pur- 
poses and for use on social occasions, 
and has few superiors in the state. The 
probability is that it will be leased for 
other purposes, and will not be available 
for public uses at all. 


Those interested in the formation of 


the company are indignant at those who 
signed the application to the governor. 
but failed to sign the muster roil. Their 
act is pronounced prejudicial to the 
good name of the city. 
Janesville has 


not been without a military company 
since 
1878, and 
-her citizens have 


always taken 
great 
pride 
in its 


welfare. 
The 
social 
functions 


given under its auspices have been 
-among the best that have marked the 
history of the city. 
The membership of 


the several companies has been' com- 
posed of the best young men of the city, 
of acknowledged standing in society, 
and whatever has been done by them 
has received the sanction and approval 
of our leading citizens. 


In more ways than one the loss of a 


military company will be felt here. 
It 


is now too late to organize so as to get 
the benefit of this year's appropriations, 
but it is to be hoped that ere long those 
interested will be favored with success 
in their endeavors to organize here a 
military company that will be a credit 
alike to the city of Janesville and the 
state of Wisconsin.

INSURANCE FRAUDS 


CHICAGO SHARPERS HAVE A 


NEW SCHEME. 


Offer Insurance at 
Less Than the 


Schedule Rates of Stable Companies 
—The Companies Are Outlawed 
Illinois and Therefore Seek Victims 
Here. , 


Some wild cat insurance comsanies. 


pretending to do business in Illinois— 
their headquorters for the most part be- 
ing located in Chicago—have of late 
been flooding the country hereabouts 
with circulars offering insurance at very 
cheap rates. It is rioted that the circu- 
lars are not mailed in Chicago, but at 
obscure places in Indiana, thqs indicat- 
ing at once to the acute observer that 
there is something wrong about them. 
Investigation appears to show that the 
companies which thus solicit insurance 
are not trustworthy and Wisconsin peo- 
ple should at least examine the matter 
carefully before venturing their money. 


A prominent Milwaukee insurance 


firm had so many notices from its cus- 
tomers that they could obtain their in- 
surance at much lower rates than those 
offered to them by it, that it decided to 
look into the matter. 
Inquiry was 


made of the Illinois insurance depart- 
ment as to the standing of alleged com- 
panies. In reply, the insurance commis- 
sioner writes that the coaipanies have 
no standing in Illinois, that they have 
no capital nor assets, but that as they 
do no business in the state of Illinois, it 
is not possible for the department to in- 
stitute- proceedings against them. 


Security, it is pointed oiiit, is the 'one 


thing that the business man most needs 
in insurance, as well as in other invest- 
ments. Cheap insurance means poor 
security, and it is therefore too expen- 
sive in the long run. 
These Chicago 


companies which cannot do business ir. 
their own state, arc not licensed to do 
business in Wisconsin, 
and should 


therefore be avoided. To keep 
.vithin 


the rule of safety business men are 
urged to at least lea n whether any .com- 
pany which solicits their business has 
been authorized to do business in the 
state, since such permission is always 
based on an examination of its financial 
condition.

resentatives, he was the only man in 
•congress whose congressional 
career

services had been continuous, covering 
In the senate and house combined al- 
most forty-four years. Mr. Morrill was 
a native of Vermont. He was first 
elected a member of the house from 
that state as a member of the thirty- 
lourth congress, taking his seat at the 
•first assembling of that body after the 
4th of March, 1855. He was re-elected 
to the thirty-fifth, thirty-sixth, thirty- 
seventh, thirty-eighth and thirty-ninth 
•congresses, and was in 1867 elected to 
the senate to succeed Luke P. Poland. 
He held his seat in the senate since 
that date without interruption, hav- 
ing been elected six terms successively. 
His present term, to which he was 
•chosen in 1896, would not have expired 
•until 1903. 


He was the author of the Morrill 


tariff act of 1861,. which was the basis 
•of all the tariff legislation 
of 
war 


times. In 1864 he became chairman of 
the committee on ways and 
means,

Sloan. Mr. Sloan was a man of nation- 
al reputation.

quoted at all the iaw schools in the 
country. '-Bench • and Bar'1 gives the 
following sketch, of his life: 


"Ithomnr O. Sloan was born in Morris- 


ville, Madison county. New York, and 
early in life began the study of law. He 
soon entered into a partnership with 
Timothy 
Jenkins. 
a 
distinguished 


Oneida county (N. T.) lawyer. In 
1854: he came to Wisconsin and lo- 
ci* tod at Jnnesville, where he 
cou- 


tkitiecl _his law 
pmuti.ie-. soon after 


being elected as district attorney for 
Kock county, In 1860 ho was elected 
on the republican ticket to congress, 
sewed tliovo until J.8C-1. 
During his 


service in the house of representatives he 
\vns n member of the committee on pub- 
lic lands* on claims ancl" on the expenses 
of the war 'department, .which was of 
first importance during the period of the 
war of the rebellion. The career of Mr. 
Sloan while in congress was alike hon- 
orable and useful and he came out of 
public life in Washington with a splen- 
did record. His longer continuing in 
congress was probably precluded by the 
ironclad rule which had established it- 
self in the district that a representative 
should not serve longer than two terms.

practice 


at 
Janesville, 
he 
continued 


with 
remarkable 
'success 
until 


1875, when he removed to Madison and 
became assistant attorney general. While 
acting in this capacity and afterward he 
was engaged in prosecuting the granger 
laws in behalf of the state against the 
railroads violating the law in Wisconsin, 
which resulted in a complete triumnh for 
the state. For many years Mr. *Sloan 
practiced law at Madison 
after his exit 


from the office of tho attorney-general 
and was accounted one of the most emi- 
nent lawyers in the state at that time. 
He was a profound thinker and his rep- 
utation was high and well founded. Ho 
was a close student and had a remark 
ably clear insight into difficult problems 
and the happy faculty of presenting 
them as clearly at the bar. Later Mr. 
Sloan became a dean in the law depart- 
ment of the University of Wisconsin, 
and many Wisconsin lawyers acquired 
their legal learning under his guidance."

HE THINKS IT HAS A 


OF PROMISE. 


FUTURE 


It Has Broken Away From Many of 


the Traditions 
of the Party But 


May Yet Repent and Be Saved— 
Sees Danger in Making a Science 
of Politics. 


Peter J. Mouat, of this city, has been 


giving his views on "The Future of the 
Democratic party" to The Milwaukee 
Journal. 
He says: 


Honesty of purpose, first should con- 


stitute and be the motto of democracy. 
With that foundation, democracy must 
bo dependent upon its political archi- 
tects. Tha fundamental principles of 


' democracy lie strictly in the Declara- 


tion of Independence, and especially in 
these words taken<herefrom; 


"That all men are created equal; that 


• they are endowed by their Creator with 
inalienable rights: that to secure these 
rights governments are instituted among 
men, deriving their just powers from 
the consent of the governed; that when- 
ever any form of government becomes 
destructive of these, it is the right of 
the people to alter or to abolish it, and 
to constitute a new government, laying 
its foundations on such principles, and 
organizing its powers in such form, as 
to them shall seem most likely to effect 
their safety and happines." 


Tho Democracy of today is far, far 


away from the just and rigid principles 
that caused the party's early followers 
to rejoice in its teachings, 


If \vc are to maintain the democratic 


party as a political organization, where- 
by thoughtful men are to 
be taught 


that right and justice are more likely to 
be found within its borders, than many 
a fallacy of the past must bo obliterated. 
and entirely sunk from view. 


To my mind one great danger that is 


encircling the democratic party today is 
the selfishness of leaders anrl the lack of 
thoughtful, earnest inquiry into motives 
ty its army, of followers. 


• The struggle for gain amoeg politi- 
cians of today 
is handicapping 
the 


principles of party reform in the two 
great parties, and in the struggle the 
party which controls the most mor>ey is 
naturally pre-eminent. 


Democracy must take upon itself the 


task of satisfying the great masses that 
justice can never sit inanimate among 
them if money is to be the great ray of 
light to lure them on. Democracy must 
tell the masses that we have in out- 
ranks as leaders men whose honesty of 
purpose challenges disapproval. 
These 


leaders must be endowed with faith in 
their work, men who must show in their 
teachings that to be a democrat is not 
a vote today and a scorn tomorrow, but 


with the times. 
Science is making such 


progress in all directions that tho brain 
of man is kept in a constant whirl. 


The science of politics is becoming ! 


great danger. 
It has become cxpnndcc* 


to such a degree that it requires the 
thought of masterful minds. "Under oui 
republican form of government there is 
no end to its undisguised career, and 
just where it will lead our statesmen 
and men of letters, time alone can tell. 
In the meantime the best that democ- 
racy can do is to stand by its early 
teachings, always having in mind, hon- 
esty of purpose, first.

In 
this connection I will quote a plank 
from tho platform adopted by the demo- 
cratic convention held at Louisville, Ky., 
in 1872. 


'•Resolved, That we proclaim to the 


world that principle is to be preferred to 
power; that the democratic party is 
held together by the cohesion of time- 
honored principles which they will never 
surrender in exchange for all the offices 
which presidents can confer. The pangs 
of the minorities arc doubtless excruci- 
ating, but we welcome the eternal min- 
ority under the banner inscribed with 
our principles, rather than an nl.nigbty 
and everlasting majority purchased by 
their abandonment.''

Tlio anti- 
expansionist are opposed to this. 


Senator Frye is quite 'positive in 


saying that the ratification of 
the 


treaty wilt not involve the annexation 
of the 
Philippines to the 
United 


States. No one questions Mr. Prye's 
sincerity in making this statement, 
but the anti-expansionists are by no 
means certain that the supreme court 
will take this view of the matter. 


Senator Caffery takes the position 


that the islands will become United. 
States 
territory 
the 
moment 
the 


treaty is ratified. The logic of the sit- 
uation supports his opinion, and it is 
also backed up by a long line of judi- 
cial decisions. 


In the treaty Spain expressly cedes 


to this government all the islands in 
the Philippine group, the 
boundaries 


of the archipelago being defined by de- 
grees of longitude and parallels of lat- 
itude. 
"When the cession shall have 


been ratified by the Spanish cortes the 
relinquishment of title to the islands 
on the part of Spain becomes absolute. 


No such thing is known in law as 


holding the title to real property in 
abeyance, nor can there be any legal 
suspension of that power in govern- 
ment which is called sovereignty. It 
is always vested in the crown or the 
state or the people, except when it is 
extinguished by anarchy. 


It follows, therefore, 
that 
when 


Spanish control of 
the 
Philippines 


ceases.the islands, under the express 
terms of the treaty, become posses- 
sions of the United States.. 


Eminent lawyers in and out of con- 


gress generally agree in the 'opinion 
that ratification of the treaty will have 
the effect of annexing the Philippines 
to the United States. The sovereign- 
ty and title relinquished by Spain will 
vest in this government without fur- 
ther action either by the executive or 
congress.

Two weeks ago 
Mrs. Mallon was stricken with a cold, 
which rapidly developed into pneu- 
monia. Her mother, who was her in- 
separable companion and friend, pass- 
ed away on Oct. S last, and Mrs. Mallon 
•was prostrated by the shock. For sev- 
eral weeks she lay in her bed in ex- 
treme weakness and was only just be- 
ginning to reeover when she was at- 
tacked with the malady that was the 
cause of her death.
